The literary exercises were held at Pi 
er's Opera House, which was handsomely 
eoorated. There was mania by the band 
nd singing by the choir, and an iotruduc 
ory address by John Mann, President of 
he Day, after which General C 0. Pown- 
ng was inttodused, and dlivered the fol

OF 
A 
PKOiMINENT 
MAN. 


HOD. Hannibal Htmlia died at Bacgor, 


Maine, Saturday night, while playing a 
game of cards at the club rooms. Ha was 
born August 27, 1809, and was rained on a- 
farm. 
At the age of 21 he became a 


printer, after which hu studied law and 
practiced at the bar for fifteen years. In 
1836 he was elected to the Maine Legisla- 
ture and was Speaker of the Assembly 
three term?. He served in the Lower 
House of Congress from 1843 to 1847, and 
in the United'States Senate from 1848 to 
1857. 
In 1860 be was elected vie* Presi- 


dent of thu United States on the Repnb 
lic&n ticket. 
In 1869 be was egain cboseu 


United States Senator and remained in the 
Seunte antil 1881; after which lit was ap- 
pointed Minister to Spain, 


Though he spent about half a century 


in public life he wag never accused of be 
ing a corrupt politician or of countenancing 
jobbery in office. 


lie was prejudiotd against overcoats one 


never could be induced to wear one through 
his long life in the almost arciio elimnU o 
bis native State.

In a 
few years all tbe-gold and silver that can be 
minted will be insufficient to meet the 
wants of Ihe times. It will not then be BO 
much a question of the free coinage of sil- 
ver, as to find white metal, or resort to fiat 
money. In a year or two tbe victory wil! 
ba secured and an aimy of prospectors wil! 
scour bills and 
mountains, abandoned 


mines will be reopened, the old Comstook 
lode itself, always a surprise, will be given

perity. 
With all that bus been taken from 


the bowels of her enrlb, Nevada is mill tbe 
greatest undeveloped mineral region within 
or without the boundaries of tbe civilized 
world. But that State is best which com- 
bines mining and agriculture, and with tbe 
impetus that will be given to all other vo- 
cations by the restoration of silver to tbe 
place designed for it by the fiamers of the
